Telegraphic Summary,

WasninaroN, April 3@—The Su-
preme Court decided that under the
provisions of the act of 1824, in eivil
actions in courts of the United States,
no witness can be excluded because he
is a party or interested in the case. A
decision has also been given that loaa-
ing money to the Confederate States,
when the subseription was extorted by
fear, and becoming surety on official
bonds of Confederate States’ officers
from motives of friendship, to enable
such officers, being consecripts, to re-
main at home, with their families, were
not giving aid to the rebellion.

The case of Hawes vs. Knox & Lee,
from Texas, which reopened the whole
question of the constitutionality of le-
